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MAJOR  ORDER  ACTIONS,  JUNE  1964 

Amendments : 

Muskegon ,  Southern  Michigan, and  Upstate  Michigan  (June  6).  Amendment  provides  for  fortified 
fluid  milk  products,  including  dietary  products,  to  be  classified  as  Class  I  only  to  the 
extent  of  the  weight  of  an  unmodified  fluid  milk  product  of  the  same  nature  and  butterfat 
content;  revision  in  diversion  provision;  change  in  the  producer-handler  definition; 
provision  for  advance  payment  to  producers  at  the  end  of  each  month. 

Suspensions : 

Southwest^  Kansas  (June  1).  From  June  1,  1964  to  December  31,  1964,  action  eliminates  any 
increase  in  the  Class  I  price  which  otherwise  would  result  from  any  plus  supply-demand 
adjustment  factor. 

Suburban  St.  Louis  (June  1).  Suspends,  for  the  month  of  June  1964,  the  requirement  that  a  pool 
distributing  plant  dispose  of  50  percent  of  its  producer  receipts  and  milk  form  cooperative 
associations  as  Class  I  milk  on  routes. 

Young st own-Warren  (June  27).  Suspension  removes,  for  the  months  of  June  and  July,  the  require¬ 
ment  that  receipts  from  supply  plants  be  included  in  the  percentage  used  to  determine  pool 
plant  status. 
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FEDERAL  MILK  ORDER  MARKET  STATISTICS 


Highlights 
June  1964 


Class  I  Sales.  Total  Class  I  sales  (Gross  Class  I),  in-and-out  of  defined  marketing  areas,  by  handlers 
regulated  under  75  Federal  milk  order  were  2.4  billion  pounds  in  June,  4.6  percent  above  such  sales  a 
year  ago.  Part  of  this  increase  is  probably  due  to  the  one  additional  retail  delivery  day  in  June  of  this 
year  compared  to  June  1963.  Sundays  are  not  considered  retail  delivery  days.  Gross  Class  I  sales  in¬ 
creased  in  65  markets,  remained  unchanged  in  one  market,  and  decreased  in  nine  markets.  (See  table  4). 

Producer  Deliveries.  Deliveries  by  152,900  producers  to  handlers  in  the  75  markets  totaled  4.4  billion 
pounds,  an  increase  of  1.0  percent  over  June  of  last  year.  Number  of  producers,  average  daily  deliveries 
per  producer,  and  the  average  butterfat  percentage  of  milk  deliveries,  by  markets,  are  shown  on  table  3. 

Producer  Deliveries  Used  in  Class  I.  The  volume  of  producer  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  totaled  2.4 
billion  pounds,  an  increase  of  5.1  percent  over  Class  I  use  in  June  1963.  The  average  utilization 
percentage  for  the  75  markets  was  54  percent.  Utilization  percentages  were  up  in  52  markets,  unchanged 
in  eight  markets,  and  lower  in  the  remaining  15  markets. 

Minimum  Prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  I  price  paid  by  handlers  in  the  75  markets  for  3.5  percent 
milk  was  $4.49  per  hundredweight,  four  cents  higher  than  the  $4.45  per  hundredweight  price  in  June  1963. 
Minimum  Class  I  prices  for  June  were  higher  in  62  markets,  unchanged  in  five  markets,  and  lower  in  the 
remaining  eight  markets. 

The  weighted  average  minimum  blend  price  paid  to  producers  in  the  75  markets  for  3.5  percent  milk  was 
$3.82  per  hundredweight,  seven  cents  higher  than  the  June  1963  blend  price  of  $3.75.  Minimum  blend 
prices  to  producers  were  higher  in  61  markets,  unchanged  in  two  markets,  and  lower  in  the  remaining 
12  markets.  Class  prices,  blend  prices,  and  associated  butterfat  differentials,  by  markets,  are  reported 
on  table  1. 

Whole  milk  sales.  Total  in-area  whole  milk  sales  of  whole  milk  in  June  for  76  marketing  areas  are  esti¬ 
mated  to  be  about  1.7  billion  pounds,  3.8  percent  above  such  sales  in  June  of  last  year.  Complete  May 
in-area  sales  data  for  total  fluid  items,  and  for  the  four  major  fluid  product  groupings  (whole  milk, 
skim  milk  items,  mixtures,  and  cream),  are  reported  on  table  6. 


YEAR  TO  DATE  1/ 

Minimum  prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  I  price  for  the  January-June  period  for  the  75  markets  was 
$4.72,  nine  cents  higher  than  the  $4.63  price  in  1963.  The  1964  weighted  average  blend  price  was  $4.03, 
eight  cents  higher  than  the  blend  price  of  $3.95  reported  for  this  period  in  1963  (See  table  2). 

Producer  deliveries  and  deliveries  used  in  Class  I.  Milk  deliveries  and  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  are 
reported  for  individual  markets  on  table  5.  In  the  first  six  months  of  this  year,  compared  to  the  same 
period  in  1963,  producer  receipts  for  the  75  markets  were  up  2.3  percent,  and  receipts  used  in  Class  I 
were  up  2.8  percent.  Data  for  the  75  markets  and  for  all  markets  are  summarized  below:

RECEIPTS  AT  FEDERALLY  REGULATED  PLANTS  IN  1963  WERE  47.6  PERCENT 
OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  TOTAL 


In  1963,  approximately  186  thousand  producers  delivered  52.9  billion  pounds  of  milk 
to  handlers  regulated  under  82  1 J  Federal  milk  marketing  orders.  This  represented 
47.6  percent  of  all  milk  delivered  to  all  plants  and  dealers  in  the  United  States.

These  data  are  one  measure  of  the  increasing  significance  of  the  Federal  milk  order 
program  relative  to  the  total  dairy  industry  and  illustrate  the  growth  of  the  order 
program. 

In  the  45  States  from  which  milk  was  sold  to  Federally  regulated  plants,  the  percent¬ 
age  of  total  whole  milk  sales  to  plants  and  dealers  varied  from  a  low  of  less  than 
one-tenth  of  one  percent  in  North  Carolina  to  a  high  of  100  percent  in  the  States  of 
Rhode  Island,  New  Jersey,  New  Mexico,  and  Arizona.  In  three  other  States  -  Maryland, 
Massachusetts,  and  Connecticut  -  more  than  90  percent  of  all  producer  deliveries  were 
made  to  Federally  regulated  plants.  Producers  in  17  States,  including  those  already 
mentioned,  plus  Vermont,  New  York,  Delaware,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Michigan,  Oklahoma,  Texas, 
Colorado,  and  Washington,  sold  over  two-thirds  of  their  total  marketings  to  plants 
and  dealers,  to  handlers  regulated  under  Federal  orders. 

No  milk  was  sold  to  Federally  regulated  plants  by  producers  in  the  five  States  of 
South  Carolina,  Montana,  Oregon,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  A  very  small  proportion  -  less 
than  five  percent  -  was  delivered  to  Federal  order  plants  by  producers  in  each  of  the 
States  of  North  Carolina,  Georgia,  North  Dakota,  Alabama,  Idaho,  Wyoming,  Nevada,  and 
California. 

By  region.  Federal  order  marketings  were  most  important  in  the  New  England  and  Middle 
Atlantic  States,  in  which  they  represented  79.1  percent  and  77.4  percent,  respectively, 
of  total  sales  of  whole  milk.  Other  than  Alaska  and  Hawaii,  they  were  least  important 
on  the  Pacific  Coast  where  they  represented  only  13.4  percent  of  all  marketings  to 
plants  and  dealers.
